Bout Nine in the Morning, the Sheriffs went to Newgate, to ſee if my Lord Ruſſel 
was ready; and in a little time;his Lordſhip came out, and went into his Coach 

taking his Farewel of his Lady,the Lord Cavendtſh and ſeveral other of his Friends | 
'at Newgate; in the Coach were De, Tillotſon, and Dr. Burnet, who accompanied 
him to the Scaffold built in Lincolnr-Inn-fields, which was coyercd all over with Mournjog. 
Being come upon the Scaffold, his Lordſhip: bowed to the Perſons preſent, and turning to

the Sheriff made this following Speech.  * _, . 
Mr. SHERIFE. ME EI BEA Ha ; 
I ExpeGed the Noiſe would be ſuch, that-I VM t9t be very well beard. I was never fond of © 
much ſpeaking, much leſs now, therefore I have ſet down in this Paper all that I think fit to 
leave behind me. God knows how far I wgs almays from deſigns againſt the King's Perſon, or of 
altering the Government, . And T fil pray For the preſervation of both, and of the Proteſtant

Mr. Sheriff, T am told, that Capt. Walcot Teſterday ſaid ſome things concerning my knowledge 

of the Plot : T know not rwhgther the Report #- frace or not, | 
"Mr. Sheriff, 1 did not hear him name your Lord(hip, | 
 #riter. No, My Lord, your Lordſhip, was not named by any of them, 

Lord Ruff. I hope it is not, for to my knowledge T never ſaw him, nor ſpakz with him in my 
whole Life , and in the words of a Dying Man; 7 profeſs T-know of no Plot, enther' againſt the 
King's Life'or the Government. "But I have now done with this Warld and am going to a better, 1 
forgive all the World heartily, and I thank, God T die in Charity with all Men, ny I wiſh all fin- 
cere Prateſtants may love one another, ang not make way for'Popery by their Animaſities. I pray 
God forgive them, and continue the Proteſtant Religion amongſt them, that it may flouriſh ſo long 
as the Sun and Moon indures, IT am now more "pa en to die then ever T have been, 

Then kneeling down, his Lordſhip prayed to himſelf, after which Dr. Tillotſon kneeled 
down and prayed with him,- which being done his Lordſhip kneeled: down and prayed 
a ſecond time to himſelf,. then pulled off his Wigg, put on his Cap, took. off his Cre- 
vat, and Coat, and bidding the Executioner,” after he had lain down a ſmall moment, do 
his Office without a Sign, he gave him, ſome Gold, then embracing Dr. Tillotſon, and 
Dr. Burnet, he laid him down with his Neck upon the Block. . ; 

The Executioner mithing at his firſt ſtroke, though with, that he took away Life, at two 
more ſevered the Head from the Body : The Executioner held up the Head tothe People, as 
is uſual, in Caſes of Treaſon, &c. Which being done Mr. Sheriff ordered his Loxd(hips. 
Friends or Scrvants to take the Body, and diſpoſe of it as they pleaſed, being given them 
by his Majzfties Favour and Bounty. ; "INS 7

” Thank God, I find my ſelf fo compoſed and prepared for Death, and my Thoughts fo 
fixed on another World, that I hope in God, I am now quite weaned from ſetting my 
Heart on this. Yet I cannot forbear ſpending ſome time now, in ſetting down in Writing 
a fuller Account of my Condition, .tobe left behind me, than.Fll venture to ſay at the Place 
of Execution, in the Noiſe and Clutter that'is like to be there. I bleſs God heartily for 
thoſe many Bleſfings, which he in his infinite Mercy has beſtowed upon me, through the 
whole Courſe .of my Life ; That I was born of worthy good Parents, and had the Advanta- 
ges of a Religious Education 3 which I bave often thank'd God very heartily for, and look*d 
upon as an invaluable Bleſſing : For even when I minded it leaſt, it tilt hung about me, and 
gave me Checks, and hath pow for many, Years ſo influenced and poſſeſſed me, that I feel 
the happy Effedts of it in this my Extremity, in which I have been ſo wonderfully (Ithank: 
God) (upported, that neither my Impriſonment, nor the Fear of Death, have been ableto 
diſcompoſe me toany degree 3 but on the — I have found the Afſurances of the _ 
ard.

{o effeftual'to fectre both, as ſuch a Bill. As to the Limitations which were propoſed, if 
thty were irictrely offeted, and. had paſs'd imo a Law, the Duke then would have been ex- 
claded from'the Whig of a King, and the' Government quite altered, and little. more than 
the Naine of aKing left. ' So Feonld not ſee either Sin or Fault in the one, when al} Peo- 
ple were willy to admit of *tother 3 but thought it better to have a King with his Prero- 
gative,” and the Nation eaſy and ſafe under him, than a King without it, which, muſt have 
bred perpetual Jealoufics, and a continual Struggle.

do us all, if great Care be-not taken, and therefore for God's ſake uſe your Endeavours 
with your Friends to prevent any thing of this kind. He told me, there would be Com- 
pany at Mr, Shephard's that Night, and deſired me to be at. home in the Evening, and he 
would call me 3 which he did: And when I came into the Room, I ſaw-Mr. Rumſey by the 
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Chimny 3- though he (wears he came in after 3. and there were things ſaid by ſome with 
much more Heat, than Judgment, which I did. ſufficiently diſapprove, and yet for theſe 
things I and condemned. But I thank God, my part was fincere, and well meant. It 
is, 1 know, : inferred from hence, and was preſſed to me, that I was acquainted with theſe 
Heats and ill Defigns, and. did not diſcover tham. But this is but Miſpriſion of Treaſon at 
moſt.

Since my Sentence, I have had few Thoughts, but Preparatory ones for Death: Yet the 
Importunity of my Friends, and particularly, of the beſt and deareft Wife in the World, pre- 
vailed with me to ſign Petitions, and make' Addreſſes for my Life: To which I was very a- 
verſe. For (I thank God) tho in all reſpe&s I have lived one of the happieſt and conten- 
ted*{i men in the world, {for now near fourteen years) yet,I am ſo willing to leave all 
chat it was not without Difficulty, that I did any thing for the ſaving of my Life, that was 
Begging. But I was willing to let my Friends ſee what Power they had over me, and that 
] was not obſtinate, nor ſullen, but would do any thing that an honeſt Man could do' for 
their SatisfaRtion, Which was the only Motive that ſway'd,or had any weight, with"me. 

And now toſumm up all, as I never had any Deſign againſt the King's Life, or the Life of 
any man whatfoever 3 fo I never was in any Contrivance of altering the Government. 
What the Heats, Fickednefles, Paffions, and Vanities of other men haye occafioned,T ought 
not to be anſwerable for 3 nor could I repreſs them, tho I now ſuffer for them. But the 
Will of the Lord be done, into whoſe Hands I commend my Spirit'z' and truſt that thou, 
O moſt merciful Father, haſt forgiven me all my Tranſgreſſions; the Sins of my Youth,and 
all the Errors of my paſt Life,and that thou, wilt not lay my ſecret Sins to my;Charge 3 buc 
wilt graciouſly ſupport me during that ſmall part of my Life now before me, . and affit me 

. in my laſt Moments, and not leave me then to be diforder'd by Fear, or any other Tempra- 
tion 3 but make the Light of thy Countenance to ſhine upon me 3 for thou'art my.Sun and 
my Shicld : and as thou ſupporteſt me by thy Grace, fo I hope thou'wilt hereafter crown 
me with Glory, and receive me into the Fellowſhip of Angels and Saints'in that bleſſed In- 
heritance purchaſed for me by my moſt merciful Redeemer, who is, I truſt, at thy Righc 
Hand, preparing a Place for me ; into whoſe Hands I commend my Spirit. es;
